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Mr. Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Report  on  the 
health  of  Disley  for  the  year  ended  31st  December  1952. 

The  Vital  Statistics  for  the  year  are  set  out  in  Tabular 
form  in  Section  A.  Reference  to  these  Tables  shows  that  there  was 
a marked  increase  in  the  number  of  live-births  from  33  in  1951  to  47* 
This  is  the  highest  total  for  27  .yeans  and  gives  a live -birth  rate 
of  16,55  per  thousand  of  the  population.  The  corrected  live-birth 
rate,  obtained  by  the  use  of  the  Registrar  General’s  Comparability 
Factor  which  takes  the  age  and  sex  structure  of  the  population  in 
each  district  into  account,  is  16,88  per  thousand  population.  The 
live-birth  rate  for  England  and  Wales  for  3.952  is  15*3  per  thousand, 
slightly  lower  than  the  rate  for  the  preceeding  year. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  be  able  to  report  that  once  again 
there  were  no  still -births  during  the  year.  Deaths  at  all  ages  in 
1952  totalled  44-  as  in  1951.  The  general  death-rate  for  the  year 
is  15.49  per  thousand  population  as  compared  with  15.5&  in  1951. 

The  corrected  death-rate  for  Disley  in  1952  obtained  by  using  the 
Registrar-General’s  Comparability  Factor  is  3-3.32  per  thousand 
population.  The  death-rate  for  England  and  Wales  for  1952  is  11.3 
pox-  thousand  population. 

There  were  two  deaths  in  infants  under  1 year  of  age 
giving  an  infantile  death-rate  of  42.55  pen  1,000  live  births. 

In  1951  there  were  no  infantile  deaths. 

Section  B deals  with  the  provision  of  health  services 
in  the  area  and  details  are  given  of  the  services  provided  by  the 
Stockport  and  Buxton  Hospital  Management  Committee  for  the  Regional 
Hospital  Board  and  by  the  Local  Health  Authority,  the  Cheshire  County 
Council,  The  services  provided  by  the  Local  Health  Authority  are 
for  the  most  part  administered  under  the  County  Scheme  for  Divisional 
Administration  by  the  North  East  Cheshire  Divisional  Health  Committee, 
Co-operation  between  the  Health  Department  of  the  Rural  District 
Council  and  the  County  Health  Department  is  facilitated  by  the  fact 
that  the  Rural  District  Council  is  represented  on  the  Divisional 
Health  Committee  by  one  member,  and  also  by  the  fact  that  the  offices 
of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  the  Rural  District  Council  and 
Divisional  Medical  Officer  have  been  made  a joint  appointment. 
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(cont’d) 


The  prevalence  of  infectious  and  other  diseases  and 
their  control  is  dealt  with  in  Section  F.  There  was  a very  large 
reduction  in  the  number  of  measles  cases  notified,  and  an  increased 
number  of  whooping-cough  and  scarlet  fever  cases.  There  was  no  case 
of  infantile  paralysis  notified  and  for  the  fourth  successive  year  no 
case  of  diphtheria.  If  this  excellent  record  is  to  be  maintained  it 
is  essential  that  there  must  be  no  falling  off  in  the  number  of 
children  immunised.  The  immunisation  campaign  is  therefore  being 
continued  with  vigour  and  details  of  the  work  done  in  this  respect 
are  given  in  the  body  of  the  report.  There  were  three  new  cases  of 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  notified  during  the  year  and  one  death  occurred 
due  to  pulmonary  tuberculosis. 

The  cleanliness  and  safety  of  milk  retailed  in  the  Rural 
District  has  been  closely  supervised  and  during  the  year  38  samples 
were  submitted  for  examination.  Of  these  17  were  for  biological 
test  and  in  no  case  was  the  presence  of  tubercle  bacilli  shown.  In 
2 cases  however,  samples  taken  by  the  Cheshire  County  Council  were 
found  to  contain  tubercle  bacilli.  In  both  instances  the  Divisional 
Veterinary  Inspector  was  informed  and  a full  investigation  made. 

In  one  case  a cow  was  slaughtered  under  the  Tuberculosis  0rdero 

Sections  D to  H,  which  deal  with  the  duties  normally 
undertaken  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  have  been  prepared  by  the 
Sanitary  Inspector,  to  whom  I am  indebted  for  his  help  in  this 
re  spec t„ 


In  conclusion,  I should  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  Health  Committee,  and  the  Officers  of  the  Council  for 
their  valuable  help,  so  readily  given  to  me  since  my  appointment*

PHYSICAL  CHARACTERISTICS  QE1  THE  AREA. 

The  axea  is  hilly  in  character  with  a wealth  of  pleasantly 
wooded  slopes  rising  from  a level  of  2*00  ft.  at  the  River  G-oyt,  to 
the  highest  point  of  1,018  ft  above  mean  sea  level.  On  the  north- 
west boundary,  the  residential  area  of  Jacksons  Edge  follows  roughly 
the  line  of  the  700  ft  contour. 

Through  the  centre  of  the  area  runs  the  trunk  road  to 
Stockport  on  the  West,  and  Buxton  on  the  East.  Development  has 
always  tended  to  follow  this  road,  and  along  its  length  most  of  the 
building  has  at  various  times  taken  place. 

The  area  is  residential  in  character,  the  majority  of  the 
residents  working  in  Manchester  and  the  larger  towns,  and  it  could, 
in  effect,  be  termed  a dormitory  for  the  larger  towns. 

Agriculture  forms  the  basic  industry,  the  nature  of  the 
country  side  lending  itself  to  dairy  farming.  Many  of  the  local 
inhabitants  are  employed  at  a large  Paper  Mill  situated  in  the 
valley  beside  the  G-oyt*

SECTION  C 


GENERAL  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES. 

1.  Y/ater  The  area  is  supplied  by  the  Stockport  Corporation  Water 
Undertaking  and  most  of  the  houses  in  the  district  are  connected  to 
the  mains0  A few  farms  and  isolated  houses  situated  mainly  on  high 
ground  are  supplied  by  natural  wells  and  springs,  a few  having  bore- 
holes. The  situation  of  these  premises  and  the  physical  character- 
istics of  the  land  render  the  cost  of  laying  mains  prohibitive  and  an 
almost  impossible  task. 

The  water  supplied  to  the  district  is  chemically  treated, 
filtered,  and  chlorinated  and  is  subjected  to  frequent  bacteriological 
and  chemical  analysis  by  the  Stockport  Corporation  and  has  proved 
satisfactory.  The  main  road  and  lower  areas  of  the  district  are 
supplied  from  Kinder  and  the  higher  part  from  the  Goyt  Valley  supply. 

2.  Drainage  & Sewerage.  The  greater  part  of  the  district  is  sewered 
and  two  sewage  disposal  works  are  owed  by  the  Council.  Most  houses 
are  connected  to  the  sewers  and  tho® properties  which  are  not,  are  in 
isolated  positions..  New  distributor  arms  were  fitted  to  two  filter 
beds  at  the  Waterside  Sewage  Works. 

3.  Rivers  & Streams.  The  River  Goyt  forms  the  Northern  boundary  of 
the  district,  and  the  Bollinghurst  Brook  the  South  Yfesterly  boundary. 
The  effluents  from  the  Waterside  and  Coppice  Sewage  Y/orks  discharge 
respectively  into  these.

3.  Public  Cleansing.  A direct  labour  refuse  service  is  operated  by 
the  Council  and  has  functioned  satisfactorily.  Refuse,  and  the 
contents  of  pail  closets  have  been  collected  each  fortnight. 

Household  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled 
tipping  cn  the  Council's  Tip  an  G-reenshall  Lane*  After  discharge 
the  refuse  is  raked  over  and  covered  by  a layer  of  overburden  sand 
and  the  face  of  the  tip  is  also  dressed  with  sand. 


6.  Rodent  Control.  A full  time  Rodent  Operator  is  shared  by  Disley 
and  two  neighbouring  authorities,  the  operator  working  at  Disley  for 
a quarter  time.  The  Council's  sewers  were  treated  for  rat  infesta- 
tion during  the  year,  and  the  infestations  were  again  found  to  be 
slight.  The  sewage  works  and  refuse  tip  were  inspected  regularly 
and  treated  as  necessary.  Infestations  at  the  refuse  tip  were 
occasionally  of  a major  character.
